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1. The drawings are objected to because box-type drawing elements 12, 14, 16, 18, 
and 22 in Figure 1 lack descriptive labelling per 37 CFR §1 .83(o). Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

The descriptive labelling that is lacking on box-type drawing elements 12, 14, 16, 
18, and 22 of Figure 1 is any text or internationally-accepted schematic symbol that 
identifies the item illustrated by the box-type drawing element. For example, if a box- 
type drawing element were to illustrate an amplifier, then it must be labelled, 
"AMPLIFIER." Correction is hereby required. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

On lines 8-9 of independent claim 1 , it is unclear in context what is meant 
by the method step of "combining the first and second representations to form a 
three-dimensional model of the weather event" as opposed to the method step 
on line 10 of claim 1 of "constructing a ... shape ...". 

On lines 16-17 of independent claim 7, it is unclear in context what is 
meant by the method step of "combining the first shape descriptor and the 
second shape descriptor to form a three-dimensional model ..." as opposed to 
the method step on lines 18-20 of claim 7 of "constructing a ... shape 

On lines 13-14 of independent claim 19, it is unclear in context what is 
meant by the "processor" acting to generate "a three-dimensional model ..." as 
opposed to the "display" rendering a "three-dimensional shape" as set forth on 
lines 15-16 of independent claim 19. 

Dependent claims 2-6, 8-18, and 20 are unclear in that they depend from 
unclear independent claims 1, 7, and 19. 

4. Claims 1 , 7, and 19 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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5. Claims 2-6, 8-18, and 20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The examiner-cited prior art is of interest for showing prior art systems and 
methods of displaying radar returns in three dimensions where a plurality of 
sweeps have been used to obtain the returns.
